Road Dept. Attention Under New Set-Up 


TALLAHASSEE — The “state|_ Int 

road department ‘Monday adopted 
a plan to advance counties funds 
to obtain rights-of-way. for pri- 
mary federal-aid highways. The! 
counties would repay the money 
with surplus gasoline tax receipts. 
In the past, the road depart- 
ment followed a. policy of spend- 
ing all its funds for construction 
and maintenance, with rights-of- 
way being obtained by the coun: 
ties. 
However, Chairman Elgin Bay- 
1 said the new policy will be 
at benefit to many counties 
dg. pot have funds available 
present time and will still 
the road department to go 
ahead with its construction and 
maintenance program, 

While it was not" specifically 
mentioned, the new ` policy’ will 
provide Volusia county with the 
means to obtain the Tight-o! f-way 
for construction of -a super high- 
way from Jacksonville to Miami; 
through Daytona Beach. The Day- 
tona Beach city commission re- 
cently declined to spend $300,000 
for the right-of-way. 

At the same time, the road de- 
partment shifted its construction 
emphasis from primary to second- 
ary, or “farm to market” roads.
